HAIL STALIN SPEECH 

The speech today of Premier 
Joseph Stalin, calling on every per- 
son in the Soviet Union to right a 
war of utter destruction, was 
taken here as a good sign. It was 
the sort of speech that the Oki 
Bolsheviks made in the days long 
ago when ragged. hungry, ill- 
equipped Russian soldiers led by & 
handful of revoluti 
Stalin—-fought "against the armies 
of a half-dozen nations and won. 

Despite German c and So- 
viet admissions, there was a feeling 
here that the Red Army was ‘fight- 
ing well, that the Germans weré 
disappointed in their progress so 
far and that there were indications 
that at any time the Soviets might 
win some dramatic victory.

An article in Red Fleet, organ of the Soviet Navy, 
described graphically the complete surprise of the 
Soviet attack, which caused huge fires to flare in the 
Nazi base as salvo after salvo of shells from the fleet's 
batteries poured into Ccnstanza. 

Not until the Black Sea Fleet had completed its 
objective and was already preparing to return to its 
base did the Nazi counter-attacks manifest themselves. 

The eye-witness account of the battle follows in 
part: 

“In answer to the bombing of Sebastopol twice, we 
destroyed Constanza, Rumanian naval base and start- 
ing point of German operations southwards. 

“As earlier reported the Soviet Black Sea Fieet, 
together with the air force, considerably wrecked Con- 
stanza and other Rumanian-German bases. 

“Soviet warships rapidly moved in the direction of 
enemy shores. Guns were trained on the enemy...

AC JAN LATRINE says we must give all possible 

aid to the Soviet Union—but with certain conditions. 

This he told your columnist at dawn today following 

a documented lecture which he delivered to the Summer 

Session of the Amalgamated Academies of Social Sciences 

held at Camp Tamperment in the Pocono Hills of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Mr. LaTrine. as our readers will recall, is the famous collaborator 
of “Out of the Swill,” a current best-seller which is at present run- 
ning serially in the New York edition of the “Voelkischer Beobachter.” 

A Russian wolfhound met us at the door of Mr. LaTrine’s moun- 
tain retreat. The wolfhound barked vociferously, indicating great agi- 
tation at the projected interview, but at a signal from Mr. LaTrine 
the animal lapsed into silence. 

The noted Hearst journalist and ghost-writer pulled a brief case 
from under his cot and brought out a sheaf of papers. ‘I have it all 
written down,” he explained, “in preparation for an article for Mr. 
Hearst entitled, ‘Pull Aid to Russia But.’” And then he added hastily, 
“Come to think of it, since Britain and Russia are now associated in 
fighting Hitler, I'm not even so sure about aid to Britain.”

Stokowski Lauds Music in USS 


Noted Conductor Praises Songs of the 


_ Red Army in Interview on West Coast 


Unstinted praise and admiration for the musical life 


of the people of the Soviet 


famous conductor, Leopold Stokowski, in an interview with 
Theodore Archer of the People’s World of San Francisco. 
The interview as published in the People’s World 


of July 1 follows: 

“What sort of a newspaper is it, | 
you represent?” asked Leopold 
Stokowski. “A good one,” volun- 


_ teered a blond young lady by- 
‘stander. “The People’s World,” 
mused Maestro Stokowski—‘“a goo? 
name for a newspaper; for the 
‘world is, or rather should be, for 
the people. ” 

These words were spoken in the 
world-famed conductor's dressing- 
room to which this critic and the 
unknown young lady alone were 
admitted, while outside a disap- 
pointed crowd of autograph hunt- 
ers was very reluctantly dispers- 
ing. 

It was after the All-American 
Youth Orchestra played before an 


Despite the fact that there was the danger of being scooped on 
this novel angle of the situation, Mr. LaTrine frankly stated his posi- 
tion which he felt “all true friends of Russia ought to adopt.” 

“You must not forget what Russia is,” Mr. LaTrine reminded me. 
“Tt is still a backward country. I do not have the latest available 
statistics, but I believe it is fair to say that at least 98 per cent of 
the adult population do not even know the English language.” 

But that, he acknowledged, was a minor point. More vital, he 
explained, was the fact that certain institutions had developed in the 
USSR which keep well-wishers like Mr. LaTrine from giving full and 
complete cooperation to the Russian people in their fight against Hitler. 

“What are some of these institutions?” he was asked. 

“Well,” he replied, flicking the ashes of his cigarette and looking 
melancholy, “take the collective farm system. My publishers and 
editors feel that this system ought to be done away with if the Rus- 
sians are to get our support.” 

But the collective farm system was only one stumbling block, I 
@iscovered from further conversation with Mr. LaTrine. He had other 
Objections, too. ‘The industries,” he explained, “are owned and con- 
trolled by the people and this makes a poor impression on friends of 
Russia like my boss, Mr. William Randolph Hearst.” 

Mr. LaTrine drew out a fragrant-smelling Corona-Corona and lit it. 
As the purple smoke filled the room he grew reminiscent. 

“T remember the good old days in old Russia, riding in a drosky 
through the cobbled streets of old Moscow. And my own little old 
village—what memories! That, of course, was before the Revolution. 
T recall the days when those gay blades in uniforms—they were uni- 
versity students—would sit and drink tea in the cafes while gypsy 
Gancers ...” At this point he dropped his manuscript, ran to the 
middie of the room and burst into a kazatski dance while he sang 
“Ochi Chorni.”
